Since I 
was a little child I have always felt 
that there was a great barrier be- 
tween us. She has never seemed to 
care for me as much as she has for 
her other children, and she has al- 
ways apparently disapproved of ev- 
erything I did. I have done every- 
thing I possible could to make her 
life nappier and easier to hide my 
feelings, but I have never been able 
to have any real affection for her. 
The sentiment of the world seems 
to bo that one's mother is the clo- 
sest and most beloved person on 
earth to one, but mine has always 
been a stranger to me. Why is this? 


WORRIED DAUGHTER 


Answer: Why we arc drawn to 
one person and repulsed by another 
neither one of whom has done any- 
thing to inspire cither love or dis- 
]ike in us, is one of the unsolved 
mysteries of the human heart, and 
this applies to the members of our 
own families just as much as it docs 
to strangers. Even when our par- 
ents are equally good and kind to 
us we love one better than we do 
the other. Parents almost invaria- 
bly have favorite children on whom 
they lavish a devotion they do not 
give the others, and brothers and 
sisters have their special chums 
and are bound by closer ties to one 
than they are to another. 


Bond Often Weak 
Of course, in theory, the bond be- 
tween mother and daughter is the 
enderest, the closest tic on earth. 
Actually in real life this is far cn- 
iugh from being the case. As a mat- 
er of fact, most mothers love their 
sons far better than they do their 
daughters. They have more patien- 
ce with their boys than they have | 
with their girls and are far more 
anxious to keep them with them, 
I have known more than one un- 
lappy household in which bitter 
'cuds raged between a mother and 
daughter who were both good wo- 
men, but just so temperamentally 
antagonistic they could not hit it 
off together, and everything each 
did got upon the other's nerves. 
So you see the mother-daughter 


relationship isn't always what the 
poets represent it to be, and in ma'- 
ny, many instances a mother and 
daughter never really love each 
other until after the girl is mar- 
ried and has gone off to her own 
home and the friction between them 
is eliminated. 


it take to complete your formal ed- 
ucation? If you have only another 
year, beg her to be patient and wait 
a little longer for you. Tell her how 
much better you will be able to 
provide for her if you have filled 
yourself for some definite occupa- 
tion instead of having to lake any 
work that the untrained can get. 
But because you have made one 
terrible mistake in your life, don't 
add another one on it by giving up 
your schooling and the broader op- 
portunities it offers you. It will 
wreck your career, and it will not 
secure happiness for the girl, be- 
cause she will not be satisfied with 
the meager amount of money you 
will be able to earn in the kind of 
jobs that arc open to 
untrained 


boys. 


Nothing else on earth is more tra- 
gic and more pitiful than school- 
boy and girl marriages. One could 
weep over the poor 
children who 


wreck their lives before they have 
fairly begun by taking upon their 
shoulders loads that they are too 
weak to bear, who assume respon- 
sibilities whose far-reaching conse- 
quences they arc too ignorant even 
to imagine.
